YUMA RECLAMATION, 


Latest Progress Stated Concisely in 
Letter from Super- 
vising Engineer. 


The progress of the Yuma reclama- 
tion work is concisely stated in a let- 
ter received yesterday afternoon. by 
Gen. Frank €. Prescott, Registrar of 
the United States Land Office, from 
‘Louis C. Hill, Supervising Engineer. 

Mr. Hill says: “The dam is about 
half completed. The levee on the Cal- 
ifornia side is under construction, as 
will be a railroad from Araz to La- 
guna, within a few days. The govern- 
ment has purchased the Farmers’ 
+Pump Canal and will continue to 
irrigate with it, supplying about 
3000 acres of land. We are ne- 
gotiating with the Farmers’ Grav- 


ity Canal, and if successful in 
purchasing it at the price offered, 
will install a pumping plant and 


irrigate about 5000 acres under this 
canal. The rest of the irrigation work 


under two or three years. 
‘The rapidity with which this work 
will be pushed will depend largely up- 
on the effect of this summer's floods 
upon the Imperial levees.”

Black Rock Springs and had it an- 
alyzed by Prof. Stabler, but he never 
has printed the result of the analysis. 
Prof. Stabler found less than eight 
grains of mineral to the galion in the 
water—about one-fourth as much as 
is carried in the water of the Los 
Angeles River, and he said in the 
suppressed report: 

This sample of waiter is unusually pure. It 
contains only a few grains of alkali-forming 
salhts. The lime and magnesium salts are very 
low; commequentiy the water ‘s soft and will 
not form scale when used in steam boilers. 
This is an excellent water for domestic and 
irrigating purposes. 

In its news columns the “public 
enemy’ falsely asserts that alkali 
dust filled the air on the road from 
Mojave to Red Rock, that alkali is 
everywhere in Owens Valiey and kills 
all vegetation—in the same breath 
contending that the water, if ieft in 
the valley, would convert the alkali 
land into productive farms. |

is unfit to drink,” says the Evening 
Pest,-“is as true as that the water is 
not there in sufficient quantity to sup- 
ply a large city.” 

One statement is as true as the 
other, and both are as true as any- 
thing the organ of the power com- 
panies has said in defamation of the 
Owens River project and the city’s 
engineers.

E SALT LAKE STRIKE. 

The street-car men in Salt Lake 
City are out on strike. The strike, as is 
generally the case, was marked from 
the very outbreak with savage vio- 
lence and absolute contempt of law 
and disregard for order. It is not 
because this thing is new that atten- 
tion Is called to it—it isn’t new—but 


shall have been settled, labor union 
men and those who sympathize with 
them will stand up and boldly assert 
that no lawbreaking accompanied the 
strike: 

Labor union men and their sympa- 
thizers, intelligent and unintelligent, 
whenever the subject of strikes is dis- 
enssed, are prone to deny any akser- 
tion that strikes are generally accom- 
panied by violence. Who has not 
heard men who know better and a 
larger number of men who, ought to 
know better but perhaps do not, make 
this. assertion wungualifiedly? Not 
rely the labor union agitators, apd 
socialistic crowd who train with 
tLem and sympathize with them, make 
such assertions, but preachers who are 


sympathies have been known time and 


If in discussing the subject a chal- 
lenge is thrown down by one side to 
name a strike where violence accom- 
panied the disturbance, the usual an- 
swer is: “Every considerable strike 


States In recent years, and the same 
is true of strikes outside of the United 
States.” If the challenge comes from 
the other side to name a strike where 
violence was not an accompaniment, 
the answer is as broad and general: 
“Every strike in the last hundred 
years.” 

These are the competent reasons for 
calling attention to this Salt Lake 
strike while the disturbance is going 
on. The trouble began at 5 o'clock on 
‘Sunday’ morning, and immediately 
upon the sending out of the barns of 
the first cars run by non-union men, 
the union strikers made violent as- 
saults upon the men. It was not a 
matter of hurling insulting epithets. 
The crews were ordered to desert their 
posts and join the strikers. Members 
of the union mob climbed aboard the 
cars, threw off the motormen and con- 
ductors, cut the wire and smashed the 
windows in the car. One man was 
pelted with eggs for nearly an hour; 
he was then thrown to the pavement, 
beaten and kicked in the most brutal 
Manner. It appears that the Salt Lake 


the victim when he was in imminent 
danger of being murdered. « 

If this were an unusual accompani- 
ment of strikes it would be unworthy 
of attention. If the fact that strikes 
and violence almost universally go to- 
gether were not denied by the labor 
union men and their sympathizers, 
there would be no necessity of calling 
particular attention to the fact. There 
is scarcely a strike of any kind pre 
cipitated in the United States wherein 
the labor union men do not immedi- 
ately proceed to break the law, to 
defy the ‘authorities, to destroy prop- 
erty, to maltreat non-uniog’ workmen, 
going to the extent of maiming them, 
breaking their bones, and in too 
numerous instances committing horri- 
ble murders. 3 

Another point the public would do 
well to note is that the indifference 
of the Salt Lake policemen is not ex- 
ceptional. In many cities of the 
United States the policemen, for polit- 
ica) reasons or from arrant cowardice, 
neglect and even refuse to do their. 
duty as peace officers on such occa- 
sions. The same reckoning that the 
people must hold with the lawless 
strikers must also be taken up with 
the policemen who neglect their duty 
in this disgraceful manner. , 

This is a subject which interests 
labor unionists far more intimately 
than it does the general public. The 
American people have reached a very 
decided determination that this sort 
of thing must stop. The spirit of the 
age is to uphold the independence of 
American workmen, to leave it to 
their own judgment to decide whether 
or not they will belong to labor union 
organ!zations, to leave to each man 
the decision of what wages he will 
accept, what hours he will work, and 
all other conditions governing his em- 
ployment. It is not a free country 
if less than this is done. The man 
who musi obey against his own 
judgment and without regard to his 
interest and that o: his family the 
dictates of the labor union leader or 
boss is a slave. Whatever the labor 
union organizations do about this 
matter, the American people are go- 
ing to see that the humblest man in 
the land shal] be protected in all his 
rights. They wil! see that the laws 
of the nation and of the different, 
States be upheld, that order prevail, 
that property be safe from destruction 
and above all that the person and 
lives of American citizens be safe 
from low-browed ruffians. 

Of course there are multitudes of 
honest, industrious citizens enrolled in 
labor’ union organizations. To just 
the extent that they acquiesce in these 
acts of violence on the part of their 
leaders and fellow-members, just to 
that very extent they are lacking in 
all the qualifications and aitributes 
that should go to make a decent 
American citizen.

ET THE MEN GE MEN. 

The threatened strike of street- 
car men in San Francisco hangs by a 
thread. It may be strong enough to 
hold, and it may be weak as tow. 
The manhood of the carmen fs the 
thread on which so much depends. 

The fellows whose businesa is mak- 
ing trouble, who do no work, and 
have no rea! interest in the strike, 
are eager to call out the men. But 
the men whose bread and butter de- 
pends on peaceful conditions do not 
want to strike. They are satisfied, 
as they ought to be, with a ten-hour 
day in which they earn $3.50. But 
their “leaders,” whose “occupation” 
would be gone and who then would 
have to work like honest men to earn 
a living if there were no strikes to 
call, want the troyble brought to a 
head. | 

The fomenters of trouble hold a 
club and crack a whip over the heads 
of the men. The carmen seem to be 
afraid to assert their own rights, pro- 
claim their manhood and say, “This 
is our union. This is our business. 
You are our chosen officers. We are 
your masters. We are satisfied and 
will not strike.” 

If they do raise their voice in their 
own behalf they will be hooted down, 
called vile names and threatened with 
all sorts of pains and penalties at the 
hands of the “leaders.” In order to 
avoid this the men ask permission to 
cast a secret ballot as to going out 
on strike. If this, privilege were 
granted, the vote would be not to 
strike. So the “leaders” will not let 
the men vote secretly. It is to be a 
wide-open show-down, and it appears 
that the men are not possessed of 
manhood enough to vote as they 
think. 

If these members of the unions had 
sense and manhood they would take 
up the gage of battle this thrown 
down, and say: “Very well. Open vote 
it is. We vote no, and if you fellows 
do not yield to the will of the ma- 
jority, off come your heads and out 
you go, out of office and out of this 
union.” 

Until labor union men summon up 
courage to act on their own judgment, 
assert their manhood, and vote as the 
interests of themselves and their 
families indicate and not as a few 
“bosses” dictate, these unions must 
go wrong and bear the opprobrium of 
every right-minded man and woman 
in America. This is not a land of 
bosses.

SUIT INVOLVES MARBLE. 


Ownership of Guareli Near Banning 
Questioned in Case at 
Riverside. 


RIVERSIDE, April 29.—Development 
work at the recently-discovered marble 
quarries near Banning will have to 
await the fortunes of a lawsult, which 
was started in the Superior Court this 
morning to determine the ownership of 
the property. 

The White Water Marble, Power and 
Development Company, which pur- 
chased the property a few weeks ago, 
has commenced @ damage sult for 
$165,000 against A. R. Bowen and oth- 
ers who have entered the property and 
claim ownership of it. The develop- 
ment company bought the quarries 
from William Loehr, the holdings com- 
prising sixteen mining located 
by Loehr. 

It is alleged in the complaint that 
Loehr complied with all the legal re- 
quirements in making his filings on 
the property. The company claims 
that on account of the interference of 
Bowen it has been unable to open the 
marble quarries and prepare for tie 
erection of machinery, as it had pre- 
pared to do, and that it has been un- 
able to fll the contracts which it has 
already secured for marble. 

By reason of the loss sustained, the 
company asks for $15,000 damages, in 
addition to the restitution of the quas- 
ries. M. O. Hert of San Bernardino, 
president of the company, is its attor- 
ney. 

The property has recently been given 
a thorough examination, and, in the
